“Targeting was a “conspicuous 
failure，” in the words of SF“s 
Acting Registrar of Voters，Hugh 
Maguire, for the November elec- 
tion this year,”Der said，He 
warned Eu against following the 
example of San Francisco，where 
the city failed “to treat ljanguage 
minority citizens equally, but S.. 
officials succeeded in discouraging 
and intimidating language minor- 
ity citizens from registering to

Der called on Eu to stop 
inflating cost figures and to end 
her appeal to the U. S$，District 
Court to approve her “targeting 
plan.” 


NMotor Vehicles Has New 
Bilingual Policy

nia Department of Motor Vehicles 
has a new hiring policy.

Sillas says that 412,000 persons

The new 
hiring policy is necessary to 
comply with the Dymally-

Acts， The languages involved 
include Arabic，Armenian，Chi- 
nese, Korean,，Japanese,，Portu- 
guese, Spanish and Tagalog. 


Police Officer Suspended For 60 Days 


SAN ”FRANCISCO 一 Police 
officer Alan Lim was suspended 
from duty for 60 days by the 
Police Commission despite shaky 
evidence of violations stemming 
from the August Police Strike， 

The commission ruled that Lim 
Was _ evasive in answering ques- 
tions of a superior officer about a 
vandalism incident, Lim's car was 
identified as leaving a patrol car 
that had the air let out of the tires. 
” Defense Attorney Stephen Bley 
said he is bringing the case to 
Superior Court and also said that 
the decision was an emotional 
reaction on the part of the 
commission. Bley claimed that 
there was insufficient evidence.

As the train passed 
through the Selous 
Came Reserve in 
Tanzania，scores of 
passengersleaned out 
the windows and

During the two-day journey we 
stopped at about two dozen sta- 
tions.， At each stop，the entire 
town would come out to meet the 
train，Chinese workers，clad_in 
gray OF blue overalls，were always 
there too, At one stop we counted 
60 of them on the platform, stroll- 
ing up ' and down and chatting 
quietly among themselves. The 
Africans seemed to take no notice 
of them . 

At night, the padded benches of 
OUI second-class compartment 
folded into beds and we were able 
to sleep. Many passengers，how- 
ever, stayed awake in their excite- 
ment. Late into the night we could 
hear shouting and laughing 一 and 
Sometimes singing 一 whenever the 
train stopped:

The second morning，the train 
almost emptied at Mbeya，a large 
town near the Zambia border. 
Immigration and customs'officials 
boarded，and we spent the morn-

Finally winning， the bureau- 
cratic stammp of approval， we 
headed into Zambia with the train 
two-thirds empty， The quiet was 
broken only by the regular ap- 
pearance of cleaners， At least Six 
times a day, attendants Swept and 
mopped all the compartments and 
corridors，But the toilets were 
soOmehow neglected, and the com- 
partmentfan, perhaps overworked 
in the now 94。 heat,， had broken. 

That night，we had the whole 
compartment to ourselves and 
Slept peacefully，The train em- 
ployees now almost outnumbered 
thepassengersas wepassed through 
northern Zambia. 

The next morning we pulled 
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Dares Salaam's new railway station. (China Pictorial Photo)

了 BERKELEY 一 Unknown to the 
general publiec，the University of 
California in Berkeley has a special 
research institute that is one of 
the leading centers for the study 
of contemporary China in this 
country. 

The Center for Chinese Studies 
was established in 1957 with an 
initial mijllion-dollar grant from 
the Ford Foundation and funds 
位 om the university. 

With fundqs from these sources， 


the Center has supported a_ num- * 


ber of important research projects. 
It has also built up a library that 
spbecializes in materials on China 
after 1949. According to Frederic 
Wakeman，the history professor 
who chairs the committee in 


charge of the Center，this is one* 


of the best collections of its kind 
in the World . 
INFLUENCE 

Asked what effect the Center 
has had on research and teaching 
in the China field, Professor Wake- 
man listed three areas of influence. 

A number of well 上 known schol- 
ars On China have been Supported 
in their research by the Center. 
One familiar to Bay Area residents 
is Chalmers Johnson，the profes- 


soOr of political science at Berkeley 


who surveys the Chinese press for 
the KQED program World Press. 
Johnson is known for his work on 
Chinese and Japanese politics
